The Mature Parent 


'Make It Right’ Punishment Is Reliable and Correctiv e

At 4 o’clock of an afternoon, the stationery store near my home 
is always crowded. 
Yesterday I was looking ov er its magazine rack when a young 
mother came in with her little boy. 
While she was busy at the 
counter, he pushed past me, intent on an upper shelf of comic books. 
Before I could offer to reach him the one he wanted, he had clambered 
up on a lower shelf to get it himself. He lost his balance and brought 
down a pile of still-unassorted paperbound books. 
It was a hot afternoon. 
You could feel the wav e of general 
irritation at the mother of the disturbing little boy. 
You could also 
see her register it—and resist it. Quietly turning from the counter, 
she opened her bag and said, “All right. Rickie, take this tissue and 
pick them all up. Wipe each book off and giv e it to me. 
I will put 
them back on the shelf." 
It took her fiv e minutes to see that her child “made right" his 
carelessness. 
Almost at once the disapprov ing atmosphere changed. 
The young mother’s refusal to be stampeded into irritaton with her 
child gav e no encouragement to the irritation of the proprietor and 
his other customers. 
It dissipated. 
As she left the store, Rickie 
skipped happily along beside her, someone said, “She knows how to 
handle him, doesn’t she?” 
According to a new book, "Better Home Discipline," more than 
6000 American families consider “making right" the most effectiv e 
punishment we can giv e to children. 
Authors Norma E. Cutts and Nicholas Moseley report that a 
surv ey of these parents show's that the youngster who is required to 
“make right” his offense seldom repeats it. 
Howev er, while these fathers and mothers agree almost unani­ 
mously on the usefulness of this dicipline tool, they use it most often 
in connction with broken windows, stealing, extrav agant spending 
and charging purchases without permission. 
Educators Cutts and Moseley think it’s odd that we tend to limit 
this reliable punishment to offenses against property. 
They point 
out that it works just as effectiv ely in situations such as Rickie pre­ 
sented, and corrects messy playing in inappropriate places, forgetful­ 
ness and many other kinds of careless behav ior. 
Its justice, they say, is readily apparent without a lot of talk, 
ev en to the little ones. 
As it enables us to correct without scolding 
or labeling, they suggest that it helps av oid resentments that make it 
almost impossible for Johnny to want to “make right" the w7rong he 
has done. 
If v tfe think about it, we’ll see that it is not so odd that we neglect 
this punishment except when we are faced with property offenses. 
Seeing that children “make right’’ of wrong takes self-control and 
time from us. Perhaps we begrudge self-control and time unless we 
are touched in that most sensitiv e place—the pocketbook. 
It’s poor economy to sav e the most effectiv e punishment we hav e 
just for the occasions when we hav e to see that Johnny and Mary 
pay out cash or pay it out ourselv es.

The Mature Parent 


‘Make It Right’ Punishment Is Reliable and Corrective 
• 
BY MURIEL LAWRENCE 
At 4 o’clock of an afternoon, the stationery store near my home 
is always crowded. 
Y esterday I was looking over its m agazine rack when a young 
m other cam e in w ith her little boy. 
W hile she was busy a t the 
counter, he pushed past me, intent on an upper shelf of comic books. 
Before I could offer to reach him the one he w anted, he had clam bered 
up on a lower shelf to get it himself. 
He lost his balance and brought 
down a pile of still-unassorted paperbound books. 
It was a hot afternoon. 
You could feel the wave of general 
irritatio n at the m other of the disturbing little boy. 
You could also 
see her register it—and resist it. 
Quietly turning from the counter, 
she opened her bag and said. "All right. Rickie, take this tissue and 
pick them all up. 
W ipe each book off and give it to me. 
I will put 
them back on the shelf.” 
It took her five m inutes to see th at her child "m ade rig h t” his 
carelessness. 
Almost at once the disapproving atm osphere changed. 
The young m other's refusal to be stam peded into irritato n w ith her 
child gave no encouragem ent to the irritation of the proprietor and 
his other custom ers. 
It dissipated. 
As she left the store. Rickie 
skipped happily along beside her, someone said, “She knows how to 
handle him. doesn t sh e ? ” 
According to a new* book. "B etter Home Discipline,” m ore than 
6000 Am erican fam ilies consider “m aking rig h t” the m ost effective 
punishm ent we can give to children. 
A uthors N orm a E. C utts and Nicholas Moseley report th at a 
survey of these parents shows th at the youngster who is required to 
"m ake rig h t” his offense seldom repeats it. 
However, while these fathers and m others agree alm ost unani­ 
mously on the usefulness of this dicipline tool, they use it m ost often 
in connction w ith broken windows, stealing, extravagant spending 
and charging purchases w ithout perm ission. 
Educators C utts and Moseley think it’s odd th at we tend to lim it 
this reliable punishm ent to offenses against property. 
They point 
out th at it w orks just as effectively in situations such as Rickie pre­ 
sented, and corrects messy playing in inappropriate places, forgetful­ 
ness and m any oth er kinds of careless behavior. 
Its justice, they say. is readily apparent w ithout a lot of talk, 
even to the little ones. 
As it enables us to correct w ithout scolding 
or labeling, they suggest that it helps avoid resentm ents th at m ake it 
alm ost impossible for Johnny to w ant to "m ake right" the wrong he 
has done. 
If \Ce think about it, we’ll see th at it is not so odd th at we neglect 
this punishm ent except when we are faced w ith property offenses. 
Seeing th at children "m ake rig h t” of wrong takes self-control and 
tim e from us. Perhaps we begrudge self-control and tim e unless we 
are touched in th at m ost sensitive place 
the pocketbook. 
I t’s poor economy to save the most effective punishm ent we have 
just for the occasions when we have to see th at Johnny and M ary 
pay out cash or i>ay it out ourselves.

RUSSIA AND J APAN 
Russia is usually credited with great skill 
at diplomatic manipulation. Yet in several 
instances in the last few years the Russians 
have displayed an amazing ineptness. The 
treaties with J apan, Italy and West Ger­ 
many are instances when Russian efforts to 
accomplish particular ends went far astray. 
The North Atlantic Treaty, the formation of 
a European army, the growing unity among 
nations opposed to Communism are all ex­ 
amples of the failure of Russian diplomacy. 
But because the Kremlin has blundered in 
the past there is no reason to believe that 
it will continue to do so. There are indica­ 
tions that the Russians intend to make a 
strong bid to break up anything like the 
NATO being formed in the Pacific. Russia 
still has no peace treaty with J apan. Per­ 
haps such a treaty may be offered as bait 
to lure J apan away from the camp of the 
democracies. 
The American handling of the situation in 
J apan since the end of World War II has 
been excellent. The occupation, instead of 
arousing bitterness and hate, has actually 
won friends for America. But continuation 
of an intelligent, dynamic policy in our deal­ 
ings with J apan is necessary for Russia will 
not hesitate to mak£ appealing offers. Na­ 
tions recovering from war defeats are par­ 
ticularly susceptible to offers of trade con­ 
cessions. 
The Kremlin can be outmaneuvered diplo­ 
matically again. But if this is to be accom­ 
plished the full force of the Russian bid for 
J apan’s friendship will have to be anticipated 
and turned aside. 


A PERSONAL TOUCH 
Individuals can do much to help or hinder 
good relations among nations. Communist 
demonstrators in London recently daubed 
“ scram, yank” signs on the windshields of 
several American automobiles. American 
officials passed off the incidents with a shrug 
yet it cannot be denied that the smeared 
windshields caused annoyance and embar­ 
rassment to both English and American 
officials. 
A day after the windshields had been 
daubed with paint an American officer dis­ 
covered a man with a bucket, apparently out 
to repeat the incident. Investigation showed, 
however, that he was removing the paint 
that had been put there by the Reds. He was 
just an ordinary citizen, an Englishman who 
felt that it was his personal duty to wipe out 
an insult to his country’s friends put there 
by traitors. 
The man had spent an entire day clean­ 
ing American cars that had been painted by 
the demonstrators. His action was not of 
high importance in itself yet few Americans 
who saw it or heard of it are likely to forget 
it Nor are they likely to doubt that the 
great majority of the British people are our 
firm friends. 


It is our firm conviction that the auto is 
here to stay. It has stayed in the parking 
place we looked for long enough to prove it.

TOM DEWEY’S BOOK 
Prior to becoming kingmaker at the Republi­ 
can Convention, Thomas E. Dewey tok a hurried 
trip to Asia, thus becoming an authority on the 
subject and writing a book. 
Nearly every casual 
visitor to Asia writes a book. Tom Dewey’s “ J our­ 
ney to the Far Pacific” has value because he brings 
to the subject the shrewdness of a politician who 
has managed very well for himself, except that he 
was twice defeated for President. 
It must be recalled that before Tom Dewey be­ 
came a gang-buster and politician, he was a mu­ 
sician, a baritone. 
Had he pursued a cultural 
career rather than one of raking over the muck 
of human depravity, he might have been a great 
artist and a lovable person. 
As it is, he remains 
everlastingly the prosecutor. Yet, when h<? was in 
J apan, he caught the essential fact of American 
propaganda in Asia as well as in Europe, which is 
that those peoples are more interested in human 
culture than in automobiles and washing machines. 
He says: 
“ The cultural bars between America and Asia 
are as nurmerous as the business bars. The Soviet 
Union not only suffers none of the handicaps under 
which we struggle in a business way, they have 
also outstripped us overwhelmingly in their cul­ 
tural penetration into the free world. 
Traveling 
Soviet ballets, orchestras, singers, and artists, as 
well as every form of Soviet literature, are turning 
up all over the world in huge quantities. 
Much of 
the music and art is entirely unaccompanied by 
propaganda but it is plainly the most powerful 
propaganda of all. 
For us to compete with the 
Soviet in cultural propaganda would probably cost 
billions; but as I noted the total absence of any 
sign of American culture in the Pacific it seemed 
to me that our defeat in the struggle for the minds 
of people in this one area alone was so decisive as 
to require a complete overhauling of our attitude 
and approach. 
“ Of course an occasional baseball team or boxer 
makes a triumphant tour of J apan for profit and 
does some good; American movies and magazines 
circulate in the Pacific. 
But more often than not 
they deal with the ugliest aspect of American life, 
frequently exaggerating our defects for purposes 
of sensationalism or entertainment.” 
This is absolutely true and has been missed by 
the Voice of America and all the other propaganda 
agencies designed tc make Asiatics and Europeans 
love America. 
Nations are not bought by money, 
as we are beginning to learn after spending close 
to $100,000,000,000 trying to prove that they can 
get rash and credit from the United States almost 
on request and never to be returned. 
We even 
gave Soviet Russia $11,000,000,000 and bought our­ 
selves an enemy. 
On the other hand, nations can be won to ideas. 
This has been the program of Soviet propaganda 
and it has been extraordinarily effective, even 
when the ideas are demonstrably false. 
Our weakness has been that while we have all 
the evidence to establish the errors of Marxism, 
in philosophy as in economics, we have avoided 
doing ourselves ar.y good, first, because those to 
whom propaganda has been delegated do not un­ 
derstand the requirements of the task in this cen­ 
tury; and secondly, because a theory of the separa­ 
tion of government from religion makes an intel­ 
ligent discussion of opposition to Marxism officially 
impossible. 
As long as that is so, no matter how 
much we spend to convert nations to a love of us, 
we shall fail. 
There is much in Tom Dewey’s book that is in­ 
teresting and even important. 
He has grasped the 
signflcance of Formosa and his views on that sub­ 
ject may prove embarrassing to General Eisen­ 
hower, w’ho has always deprecated the importance 
of 
Asia, 
particularly 
Formosa. 
Tom 
Dewey’s 
thesis is not the same as General Eisenhower’s. 
To some phases of this book, I shall return be­ 
cause discussion is necessary, particularly his con­ 
cept that officials should not be held responsible 
for the mistakes they make, even if American lives 
are lost as a result of their errors, because what 
they said, at the time, represented their best judg­ 
ment. 
According to this idea, no one should have 
held Nero responsible for the burning of Rome, 
with its consequent human suffering and loss of 
life—because it represented Nero’s best judgment. 
Must we die because idiots use their judgment? 
At what point does official responsibility for of­ 
ficial acts begin?

There is no absolute demarca­ 
tion between ordinary healthy people with more 
than ordinary mood swings, people with mild de­ 
pressions and people with severe depressions.” 
What causes these mood swings? “ The generally 
accepted view is that of multiple causation; that the 
depression is the result of an interplay of consti­ 
tutional, physiologic, and social factors.” Of course, 
some of these depressions seem to “ come out of the 
blue,” as the physician and patient cannot explain 
them. “ Obviously the behavior and general feeling 
of the individual depends upon his mood at the 
time that conflicts and other emotional disturbances 
are present.” 
The way the patient lived as a child, his home 
life and the manner in which the parents treated 
him determine the way the adult will meet life’s 
difficulties, including depressions. Always in the 
background and closely involved in the cause of the 
depression is the degree of resistance in the indi­ 
vidual and the elasticity of personality. 
“ Depression is especially liable to occur at cer­ 
tain periods of life. It is rare in children, not un­ 
common in early adult life and increasing steadily 
in the lqter years when the resiliency or elasticity 
of youth becomes less due to tissue and vessel 
changes and to altered outlook on life.” 
In regard to treatment, it is suggested that the 
depressed individual should continue to do routine 
work. Social tensions in the home or elsewhere 
should be given attention. 
The knowledge that the doctor understands his 
illness tends to dispel the fear and uncertainties of 
the patient. The medical treatment suggested is 
Benzedrine or Dexedrine, 5 mg. on arising and at 
noon, “ the most important treatment being the 
emotional support derived from the doctor-patient 
relationship.”

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RUSSIA AND JAPAN 
Russia is usually credited with great skill 
at diplomatic manipulation. Yet in several 
instances in the last few years the Russians 
have displayed an amazing ineptness. The 
treaties with Japan, Italy and West Ger­ 
many are instances when Russian efforts to 
accomplish particular ends went far astray. 
The North Atlantic Treaty, the formation of 
a European army, the growing unity among 
nations opposed to Communism are all ex­ 
amples of the failure of Russian diplomacy. 
But because the Kremlin has blundered in 
the past there is no reason to believe that 
it will continue to do so. There are indica­ 
tions that the Russians intend to make a 
strong bid to break up anything like the 
NATO being formed in the Pacific. Russia 
still has no peace treaty with Japan. Per­ 
haps such a treaty may be offered as bait 
to lure Japan away from the camp of the 
democracies. 
The American handling of the situation in 
Japan since the end of World War II has 
been excellent. The occupation, instead of 
arousing bitterness and hate, has actually 
won friends for America. But continuation 
of an intelligent, dynamic policy in our deal­ 
ings with Japan is necessary for Russia will 
not hesitate to mak£ appealing offers. Na­ 
tions recovering from war defeats are par­ 
ticularly susceptible to offers of trade con­ 
cessions. 
The Kremlin can be outmaneuvered diplo­ 
matically again. But if this is to be accom­ 
plished the full force of the Russian bid for 
Japan’s friendship will have to be anticipated 
and turned aside.

TOM DEWEY’S BOOK 
Prior to becoming kingmaker at the Republi­ 
can Convention, Thoma* E. Dewey tok a hurried 
trip to Alia, thu» becoming an authority on the 
subject and writing a book. 
Nearly every casual 
visitor to Asia writes a book. Tom Dewey’s “Jour­ 
ney to the Far Pacific” has value because he brings 
to the subject the shrewdness of a politician who 
has managed very well for himself, except that he 
was twice defeated tor President. 
It must be recalled that before Tom Dewey be­ 
came a gang-buster and politician, he was a mu­ 
sician, a baritone. 
Had he pursued a cultural 
career rather than one of raking over the muck 
of human depravity, he might have been a great 
artist and a lovable person. 
As it is, he remains 
everlastingly the prosecutor. 
Yet. when he was in 
Japan, ne caught the essential fact of American 
propaganda in Asia as well as in Europe, which is 
that those peoples are more interested in human 
culture than in automobiles and washing machines. 
He says: 
“The cultural bars between America and^ Asia 
are as nurmerous as the business bars. The Soviet 
Union not only suffers none of the handicaps under 
which we struggle in a business way, they have 
also outstripped us overwhelmingly in their cul­ 
tural penetration into the free world. 
Traveling 
Soviet ballets, orchestras, singers, and artists, as 
well as every form of Soviet literature, are turning 
up all over the world in huge quantities. 
Much of 
the music and art is entirely unaccompanied by 
propaganda but it is plainly the most powerful 
propaganda of all. 
For us to compete with tho 
Soviet in cultural propaganda would probably cost 
billions; but as I noted the total absence of any 
sign of American culture in the Pacific It seemed 
to me that our defeat in the struggle for the minds 
of people in this one area alone was so decisive as 
to require a complete overhauling of our attitude 
and approach. 
“Of course an occasional baseball team or boxer 
makes a trium phant tour of Japan for profit and 
does some good; American movies and magazines 
circulate in the Pacific. 
But more often than not 
they deal with the ugliest aspect of American life, 
frequently exaggerating our defects for purposes 
of sensationalism or entertainm ent.” 
This is absolutely true and has been missed by 
the Voice of America and all the other propaganda 
agencies designed tv make Asiatics and Europeans 
’ love America. 
Nations are not bought by money, 
as we are beginning to learn after spending close 
to $100,000,0(x)t000 trying lo prove that they can 
get rash and credit from th#* United States almost 
on request and never to be returned. 
We even 
ga re Soviet Russia $11,000,000,000 and bought our­ 
selves an enemy. 
On the other hand, nations can be won to ideas. 
This has been the program of Soviet propaganda 
and it has been extraordinarily effective, even 
when the ideas are demonstrably false. 
Our weakness has been that while we have all 
the evidence to establish the errors of Marxism. 
in philosophy as in economics, we have avoided 
doing ourselves any good, first, because those to 
whom propaganda has been delegated do not un­ 
derstand the reauirem ents of the task in this cen­ 
tury; and secondly, because a theory of the senara- 
tion of government from religion makes an intel­ 
ligent discussion of opposition to Marxism officially 
impossible. 
As long as that is so. no m atter how 
much we spend to convert nations to a love of us. 
we shall fail. 
There is much in Tom Dewey’s book that is in­ 
teresting and even im portant. 
He has grasped the 
signficance of Formosa and his views on that sub­ 
ject may prove em barrassing to General Eisen­ 
hower. who has always deprecated the import anre 
of 
Asia, 
particularly 
Formosa. 
Tom 
Dewey’s 
thesis is not the same as General Eisenhower's. 
To some phases of this book. I shall return be­ 
cause discussion is necessary, particularly his con­ 
cept that officials should not be held responsible 
for the mistakes they make, even if American lives 
are lost as a result of their errors, because what 
they said, at the time, represented then best judg­ 
ment.

It v as Chesterton who stated that “a sleepless 
night, an attack of indigestion and a rainy morning 
can make a coward of a man who might otherwise 
be a hero.” 
Physicians find that while the m ajority of their j 
patients complain of fatigue as a prominent symp­ 
tom. many of them admit that they feel depressed 
and cannot .account for these depressions. 
Close 
questioning often reveals the fact that even when 
they were youngsters they became depressed and 
discouraged at times. It would seem that some of 
us get discouraged with- the little conflicts of life 
yet meet, the big issues or problems calmly and 
courageously. 
In Medical Clinics of North America. Dr. John 
G. Dewan, associate ^ofessor of psychiatry. Uni­ 
versity of Toronto, states that “ail people exper­ 
ience mood swings. There is no absolute dem arca­ 
tion between ordinary healthy people with more 
than ordinary mood swings, people with mild de­ 
pressions and people with severe depressions.” 
What causes these mood swings? ‘T he generally 
accepted view is that of multiple causation; that the 
depression is the result of an interplay of consti­ 
tutional. physiologic, and social factors.” Of course, 
some of these depressions seem to “come out of the 
blue,” as the physician and patient cannot explain 
them. “Obviously the behavior and general feeling 
of the individual depends upon his mood at the 
time that conflicts and other emotional disturbances 
are present.” 
The way the patient lived as a child, his home 
life and the manner in which the parents treated 
him determine the way the adult will meet life’s 
difficulties, including depressions. Always in the 
background and closely involved in the cause of the 
depression is the degree of resistance in the indi­ 
vidual and the elasticity of personality. 
“Depression is especially liable to occur at cer­ 
tain periods of life. It is rare in children, not un­ 
common in early adult life and increasing steadily 
in the later years when the resiliency or elasticity 
of youth becomes less due to tissue and vessel 
changes and to altered outlook on life.” 
In regard to treatm ent, it is suggested that the 
depressed individual should continue to do routine 
work. Social tensions in the home or elsewhere 
should be given attention. 
The knowledge that the doctor understands his 
Illness tends to dispel the fear and uncertainties of 
the patient. The medical treatm ent suggested is 
Benzedrine or Drxedrine, 5 mg. on arising and at 
noon, “the most im portant treatm ent boing the 
emotional support derived from the doctor-patient 
relationship.”

It 
means we should all stop, look 
and listen to safety precautions 
that can help us live less dan­ 
gerous lives than we do. Almost 
five per cent of all accidental 
deaths occur on the farm. Hay­ 
ing, repair and construction of I 
buildings, and children playing j 
around machinery account for the 
m ajority of cases. Since farming 
is the most hazardous occupa­ 
tion, those of us who work there 
should be alert to the dangerous­ 
ness 
of 
carelessness. 
Routine 
chores are responsible for a third 
of farm accidents, and more than 
half occur in barn or barnyard. 
Accident insurance can give fi­ 
nancial aid, but there is nothing 
that can bring back a loved one, 
or replace a lost limb. Make sure 
that you .have taken all the safety 
precautions possible—every day 
of the year—then, be careful.

West returned a club, and 
South won in his own hand with 
the queen. 
At this point declarer should 
have led a diamond towards dum ­ 
my. This play would have to be 
made sooner or later, and there 
was no reason to postpone it. 
Instead, however, South led a 
trum p to dummy’s jack. This told 
him nothing th at he didn’t al­ 
ready know and served only to 
put him in the dummy when he 
wanted to be in his own hand. 
South now had to get back to 
his own hand with the queen of 
spades, in order to lead a dia­ 
mond. West ducked and dummy 
won with the king. 
South still had a chance to 
make his contract by cashing 
dummy’s top club, but he muffed 
this play also. Instead he re­ 
turned to his hand with the ten 
of hearts. 
Now he couldn’t afford to cash 
the jack of spades, since West
